Shipping Cressed Poultry. - 
_ After w» fowls have been - dressed 
‘and are thoroughly cooled, they will 
be ready for packing. Pang | dressed 
for market should be kept off feed at 
east 24 hours previous to slaughte:, 
and should be drawn before it ‘s 
packed for shipment, The action of 
the air on the inside of the fowl will 
cause it to spoil, and make it impos- 
sible to keep in. good condition Use 
a flat box in which two layers of 
poulfry can be packed. Wrap the 
head of each bird in paper so that 
any blood that may be left in the 
head will not come in contact with 
the body and soil it. Im some cases 
the whole: bird is wrapped in waxed 
paper. 
Start a layer in the bottom of the 
‘ox; take each bird separately and 


fold the head to one. side, and place! 


it in the box with the head up. Con- 
tinue in this way until the ‘bottom 
layer is filled, Put the upper layer 
in the same way except that the head 
is in the middle ‘and the side of the 
breast is up. If this method is fol- 
lowed in poking, either side of the 
box may be opened when it teaches 
the market and a nice uniform lot 
of poultry will meet the eye of the 
purchaser. 

The poultry may be packed in bar- 
rels or larger jboxes, t smali flat 
boxes are preferred, because they «ite 
easier to handle and there is less 
danger of spoiling while they are be- 
ing ship 

t is a good plan to establish a 
permanent trade with some cormmis- 
sion firm, meat dealer, or a large 
hotel, to supply them ‘with poultry. 
This will insure a better price than 
when shipped only occasionally, 

Poultry should be sent by vxpress 
80 as to ‘be on the road the least pos- 
sible time, The cases, when shipped, 
Should be plainly marked ‘or whom 
arc from whom they are, the nuehber 
of birds in the case, and the weight
